The pair o i 30-year-old Packer 
backs toted the heavy load Sun­ 
day in the snow, rain and fog 
while the old-fashioned ball con­ 
trol gam e carried the Packers 
to the National Football League 
title 
on

victory 
over 
Cleveland’s 
defending 
cham pi­ 
ons before 50,852 dam p fans at 
Lam beau Field. 
"Ju st 
a 
couple of oldtim ers 
trying 
to 
hang on,” 
chorused 
Taylor and Homung laughingly 
in the Green Bay clubhouse. 
Taylor, nam ed the m ost val­ 
uable player in the gam e, car­ 
ried 27 tim es for 96 yards. Hor­ 
nung, the form er Golden Boy of 
the pack, carried 18 tim es for 
105 yards, including one beauti­ 
ful 34-yard run and a 13-yard 
ram ble on the old Green Bay 
touchdown sweep. 
Ball Control Did It
